MR. MILLER’S STATEMENT. 


More Heads Will Fall if OMicials Are 
Intimate with Whitecappers. 

Washington, December 20.—(Special.)—The 
Official reason given at the internal revenue 
department for the removal of Deputy 
Coilector Ed. Rembert from office is non- 
attendance to duty. The department people 
say Rembert’s work has been  unsatis- 
factory for several months and it was 
thought best to remove him. As a matter 
of fact, it was represented to the officials 
here that Rembert has been rather too in- 
timate with members of the Murray county 
band of whitecappers, and it was told to 
the commissioner of internal revenue that 
he tampered with witnesses and worked 
quietly against the officials of the court 
who were endeavoring to convict members 
of the gang. 

The other two men were removed for the 
same cause. IThey are said to have influenc- 
ed witnesses to get out of Atlanta in order 
not to testify. In the prosecution of most 
of these caSes, the assistant district attor- 
ney, Rucker, will continue as chief presecult- 
ing attorney. His being put in charge of 
the caSes grew out of a request from the 
revenue department people in Atlanta 
through the commissioner here to the at- 
torney gcheral. It was represented that’ 
James had his hands full in other matters, 
and that Rucker’ was better equipped for 
these special and particular cases to handle 
Bill Glenn and,other shrewd, smart and 
able attorneys, who were to defend the 
whitecappers. The attorney general there- 
fore, wrote Mr. James that if agreeable to 
him, it would be wel! for him to put Rucker 
in charge of these cases and have aim de- 
vote his time exclusively to them. This 
arrangement suited James exactly, and he 
readily assented and arranged with Rucker 
to take full charge of them,which Rucker 
did, and did so well that he is in future to 
get a salary of $3,000 a year instead of 
$2,000. 

There is nothing in the story that James 
and Rucker are “to exchange places. Rucker 
is content to remain where he is. He has 
not moved a peg towards turning down 
James. The commissioner of internal rev- 
enue instructed both Revenue Agent Chap- 
man and Mr. Rucker to watch carefully 
any government officers suspected of be- 
ing friendly to the whitecappers, and keep 
the department fully advised. Commis- 
sivner miller will whack off the heads of 
any others against whom there is well- 
founded evidence. Trammell is said to be 
all right now, notwithstanding the testi- 
mony of Ogles against him. Both Chap- 
man and Rucker sing his praises here as 
a good, true officer, and Miller says he will 
continue in office unless there be evidence 
which has not come here and he has no 
idea there is any. Miller says Trammell 
is a good officer. 

With the return of Rucker and Chapman 
to Atlanta the news of the story is now in 
Atlanta. Mr. Trammell is to appoint a suc- 
cessor to Rembert tomorrow. The man was 
suggested from here. E. W. B.

Relatives of the Author Think It Is 
Mrs. Stevenson Who Is Dead. 
Edinburgh, Decembér 20.—Dr. Balfour, 
uncle of Robert Louis Stevenson, has writ- 
ten a letter to The Scotsman, in which he 
says the relatives of the novelist believe 
that Robert Louis Stevenson is not dead, but 
that his wife is. Mrs. Stevenson, Dr. Bal- 
four writes, had been treated for aneurism 
of the brain while in Scotland. Moreover, 
she said to relatives in Edinburgh last 
spring: ‘“‘Do not believe any report about 
Louis unless I write you.’””’ No message has 
been received from Mrs. Stevenson, al- 
though there has been ample time since 
Mr. Stevenson was reported to have died.

North Carolina Has a Splendid Exhibit 
for the Exposition. 


SHE EXPECTS TO LEAD THE SOUTH 


Her Exhibit at the World’s Fair Has 
Done Great Good. 


IT HAS DRAWN MANY SETTLERS 


Capital Has Also Been Attracted There, 
and Even Greater Benefits Are Counted 
on ifromthe Atlanta Fair. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 20.—(Special. — 
The executive committee of the state board 
of agriculture met here today specially to 
consider the matter of making an exhibit at 
the Atlanta exposition. Every member fa- 
vored the:plan. 

Charles L. Pettigrew, as the North Caro- 
lina member of the exposition, appeared be- 
fore the board and placed the importance 
of the exhibit strongly before it. The board 
acknowledged that the North Carolina ex- 
hibit at the world’s fair had been of great 
benefit: that settlers were already arriving, 
whose coming is directly traceable to this 
state’s representation there. It is the opin- 
ion of the board that participation in the 
Atlanta exposition will be even more bene- 
ficial than in the world’s fair. The reason 
given is that it is distinctively southern and 
visitors will attend with a definite purpose 
in view. 


legislature will urge that the state make a 
sufficient appropriation to make at Atlanta 
a complete display of its resources. The 
Chicago exhibit is intact and there are ex- 
tensive additions, giving the state ready 
to hand by far the finest collection in all 
the south. No state can in this matter even 
approach North Carolina. All the state offi- 
cials warmly endorse the plan for an exhib- 
it at Atlanta.

The last tribute to the memory of the 
distinguished dead was paid by Represent- 
ative Baker. The resolutions accepting the 
statues were then adopted and the house 
adjourned until noon tomorrow.

Until Charges Against Charles Clark 
Can Be Investiguted. 

Washington, December 20.—The senate 
went into executive session today imme- 
diately after its meeting and recalled the 
confirmation of Charles D. Clark, nomi- 
nated to be district judge for the eastern 
and middle districts of Tennessee, on the 
ljth instant, and who was confirmed on 
Tuesday. This prevents the issuance of 
a commission to the recently confirmed 
judge and leaves the case still pending 
before the serate, 

The fact that the senate should go into 
executive session almost the moment after 


thing unusual had occurred and as soon as 
the doors were closed Senator Harris mude 
a Statement to the senate. tie said that 
the nomination of Mr. Clark had been en- 
dorsed by the bar of Tennessee and the 
confirmation promptly followed, so that 
there might be no delay in filling the va 
cancy existing on the bench. Yesterday, 
however, Mr. Harris said. he received an 
invitation to call upon the attorney general, 
and that official laid before him charges 
that had been preferred against the firm 
of which Mr, Clark was a member by a 
prominent ee) firm in New York city. 
These charges were that the Tennessee firm 
had been guilty of unprofessional conduct 
in accepting a fee on both sides of the 
same case. 

The attorney general thought that charges 
of this nature, coming from a reputable 
firm, should be investigated before a com- 
mission should be issued to the nominee, 
and in this opinion both Senators Harris 
and Bate agreed. 

It was for the purpose of putting the 
matter before the senate that this execu- 
tive session had been called, Mr. Bate 
corroborated what Mr. Harris said and the 
senator thought that no harm would come 
to Mr. Clark were he not implicated in 
the charge by having the whole matter in- 
vestigated. 

Mr. Hoar deprecated the undue haste 
that had been recently displayed in con- 
firming nominations to judicial offices, and 
said that this case, whether the charges 
were true or false, should sugg¢st to the 
senate the advisability of permitting the 
public to have proper notice of the ap- 
pointment of men to office by allowing 
a reasonable time to elapse before taking 
acticn. 

The case was referred to the committee 
on judiciary with instructions to investigate 
and report, and meanwhile the attorney 
general was informed of the action of the 
senate and instructed to hold up the com- 
mission.

Washington, December 20.—A special to 
The Post from Chattanooga says: 

“The charges communicated to Senator 
Harris against Charles D. Clark, appointed 
to succced D. M. Key as United States 
judge for the east and middle districts of 
Tennessee, came from W. G. McAdoo, a 
young man in the brokerage business in 
New York, who formerly resided in this 
city and was associated in the practice of 
law with J. H. Barr.

NO MORE FIGHTING IS NOW PROBABLE. 


It Is Believed That Orders Have Been 
Sent tothe Armies to Cease Hos- 
tilities tor the Pres:nt. 


London, December 20.—Important  dis- 
patches have been received here tonight 
from Tokio indicating clearly that practi- 
‘cally the war between China and Japan has 
-ended. Whatever instructions have been 
ecnveyed to the commanders of the respec- 
tive military and. naval forces from the 
governing powers of the two countries is 
not told in the advices. Assurances are 
given in quarters known to be thvroughly 
cognizant of diplomatic affairs that the 
emperor of China has been prevailed upon 
to hasten the commissioners to Japan and 
that these envoys have such power of con- 
cession as will, without doubt, enable them 
to bring about an immediate and thorough 
end of hosilities.

For the Refusal to Grant Passports to 
the Foreign Guards. 

London, December 20.—A dispatch from 
Tien-Tsin to the Central News says that 
Prince Ching, president of the ‘T'sungli- 
Yamien, is wholly to blame for the refusal 
of the government to issue passports to 
the foreign guards to proceed to Peking 
to protect their respective legations. The 
protests of the various foreign representa- 
tives against this fave resuited in dissen- 
sions i, the impelial council and Prince 
Ching has been granted two days’ leave 
of absence on the plea of ill health. It is 
probable that he ‘will resign his office. 
The Tsungli-Yamen has granted to the 
British legation passes for fifty men and to 
Lhe olnuer foreign legations an average of 
fruua ten to twelve passes have been 
issued. A native newerpaper published in 
Che¢e-k’oo accuses the Japanese at Port 
Arthur of maltreating all the Chinese that 
huve tallen into their hands. Chinese fisher- 
men, the paper charges, have been met 
when nearing port and either kiNed or 
forced into hard labor. 


EARTHQUAKE IN HUNGARY. 
“Inhabitants of Oravic-Sea Flee to the 
Fields. 

Buda Pesth, December 29.—The town of 
Oravic-Sea, about fifty miles southeast of 
Femesour, was visited by a violent shock 
of earthquake at an early hour last even- 
ing, which wrecked a large number of 
houses. Roofs fell, Walls tumbled down and 
in many cases puildings and whole streets 
Were reduced to debris. The inhabitants 
fied to the open country. At midnight an- 
other shock was felt, but it was less violent 
than the first one. A number of persons 
Were injured, but as yet no fatalities are 
reported. 


ARMENIANS AND GLADSTONE. 


A Silver Chalice to Be Presented to 
the Hawarden Church, 

London, December 20.—The Armenians of 
London and Paris, in recognition of Mr. 
Gladstone’s letter of sympathy and en- 
couragement, will present a silver and gilt 
chalice to the Hawarden church on his 
eighty-fifth birthday. The Daily News 
correspondent in Vienna says: 

“The Christian Armenians are about to 
ask for ay} autonomous government, simi- 
lar to that formerly given:to East Roume-.- 
lia. Failing to obtain this, they will ask 
for institutions like those of Crete. A 
deputation of Armenians wiil call upon the 
commission of inquiry to impress upon its 
mempers the necessity of procuring a 
Christian sovernment of some sort for Ar- 
menia.”’ 


ANGLO-ITALIAN AGREEMENT. 


In Regard to Soudan and Mo- 
rocco. 

Paris, December 20.—The Journal} prints 
the text of the alleged Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment in regard to Soudan and Morocco. 
supplying the details of the previously pub- 
lished but unconfirmed report of common 
action on the part of England and Italy in 
Africa. According to the agreement, as pub- 
lished in The Journal, Italy is to occupy 
Khartoum and support England in her oc- 
cupation of Egypt. Italy will also take pos- 
session of Morocco, with the exception of 
Tangier, which is to be a British possession.

Killed a Man Twelwe Years Azo. 
Dave Ramsey, @ young negro, was ar- 
rested this morning on the streets upon a 
charge of murder. He was pointed out 
to Policeman Prescott by R. W. Boyd, a 
Columbia county negro. Boyd told the 
ofiiger that Ramsay killed his cousin, 
Mose Williams, in a difliculty at a hot 
supper on Mr. Lambkin’s plantation in 
Columbia county twelve years ago.

TO PREVENT DISINTEGRATION. 


’ Knights. 

Philadelphia, Pa., December 20.—Secreta- 
ry Hayes, of the Knighis of Labor, is mak- 
ing a strenuous effort to prevent the disin- 
tegration with which the knights may be 
threatened, through the revolt cf district 
lodge No. 14, of Scranton, and the possible 
withdrawal of the miners, glass workers 
and brass workers.

The circular says that 
untli this is accomplished the local assem- 
blies in the district are directed to pay no 
tax to the officers claiming to represent 
the National Trade Association or to the 
United Mine Workers, but to the general 
assembly of the knights.

HIS FACE. DOES NOT APPEAR 


But His Body from the Breast Down 
Is Plainly Revealed. - 


EVIDENTLY SHE DID NOT SEE HIS HEAD 


One of His Victims May Not Have Seen 
Bim'at All—No Doubt About the 
Revelation, 


Jamestown, N. Y., December 20.—This 
morning, Coroner Bowers, accompanied by 
Fred S. Marsh, a local scientist, went to 
the residence of Winslow Shearman, where 
Mrs. Shearman and Mrs. Davis were mur- 
dered by an unknown assassin last Sat- 
urday, and made a microscopic examination 
of the dead bodies.

The picture did not show the face 
of the man who is supposed to be the 
murderer. The man’s position was such, 
according to those who made the examina- 
tion, that the body wag shown only from 
the breast down to the feet. After the 
first surprise of the startling discovery was 
over Marsh made a most careful examina- 
tion, which clearly disclosed the man's 
form. He was apparently a big man with 
a@ long heavy overcoat unbuttoned and 
which reached below the knees, The wrin- 
kles in the trousers could be plainly seen 
and one foot was behind the other with 
the knee bending as if in a stooping pos- 
ture as about to take a step. Dr. Bowers 
then made an examination and, says he 
saw the picture as distinctly as he could 
have seen a man standing in front of him.

 BYARS MUST HANG. 


The Last Marder Whicb He Committed - 
Was Peculiarly Atrocious. 


KILLED AND ROBBED AN OWN COUSIN 


Sis Case Was Carried to the Supreme 
Court—That Court Sands Him to 
the Gallows. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 20.—(Spe- 
cilal.)}—The supreme court of Alabama. to- 
day confirmed the judgments of the lower 
courts if the case of the state vs. Eugene 
Byars, of Jefferson county, charged with 
murder. The evidence in the case shows 
this to be one of the most cold-blooded and 
atrocious murders on the state record. 
Byars’s counsin, Seargent Walker, was re- 
turning home from the United States army 
in the west, after a five-years’ absence. 
His parents lived In Walker county and it 
was necessary thaf he should pass through 
Birmingham to reach home. He remem- 
bered that he had relatives, friends of his 
boyhood, residing in Birmingham. He tele- 
graphed his cousin, Eugene Byars, to meet 
him .in Birmingham. Byars, who was 
much older than the soldier, took him in 
charge, put him through a series of dis- 
sipations for two days and finally, about 
Gark one Saturday night, boarded a street 
car and went in the direction of a south- 
ern suburb. 

Both men were drinking, the solffer being 
the drunker of the two. They left the car 
just beyond the city limit, and entered a 
patch of woods near by. Half an hour af- 
terward residents in the neighborhood 
heard two pistol shots ring out. The next 
morning a negro boy, while driving a cow 
home, found the dead body dressed in a 
soldier’s uniform. The body was identified 
during the day as that of. Eugene Byars’s 
cousin. Yt also developed that the soldier 


' to this time. 


had had about a thousand dollars on his 
person when he reached *irmingham, The 
money was missing when the body was 
Byars appeared greatly distressed 
and telegraphed his condolence to the 
young man’s relatives. Byars talked too 
much. however. Suspicion became fixed 
upon him and he was arrested. Detectives 
were put to work on the case. Every link 
in the purely circumstantial evidence was 
supplied. 

The circumstances seemed fo show that 
after Byars and his cousin had reached 
the center of the clump of woods they sat 
at the base of a big oak, took  an- 
other drink cr two from a bottle and were 
smoking cigars when the murderer placed 
the muzzle of a 45 Colt’s pistol against 
the head of Ris mMtoxicated cousin and 
fired twice. The murderer then took the 
money and returneé to the city, where he 
finished up the nig®t at a Gown town dance 
hall. Byars comes of a respectable family 
in Jefferson county but for years has fig- 
ured as a sort of desperado. He has been 
the defendant in several murder cases 
heretofore. but has evaded punishment up 
The supreme court set Feb- 
ruary 8th as the day of his execution. The 
murder was committed during last Feb- 
ruary.

EX-GOVERNOR ALCORN DEAD. 


He Breathed His Last at Eagle’s Nest 
Yesterday. 

Jackson, Miss., December 20.—Ex-Governor 
J. L. Alcorn died at his home, at Hagle’s 
Nest, this morning, at 1 o’clock. -He had 
been in a very low state of heaith for some 
months. His name was a historic one 
in this state. He was elected governor of 
Mississippi in 1869, defeating Judge Lewis 
Dent, brother-in-law of General U. 3B. 
Grant. While a republican he was very 
conservative, and his election was seoured 
by the co-operation of a large majority of 
the democratic party of this state. He 
was a lifelong whig and was born Nnear 
Golconda, Ill., November 14, 1816, and edu- 
cated in Kentucky. 

Governor Alcorn was elected to the Uni- 
ted States senate, to succeed Hiram R. 
Rivals, whose term expired March, 1871. He 
resigned the governorship and took the 
seat in November. While in the senate, 
Ames and Alcorn, the two Mississippi sena- 
tors, became estranged and, in 1873, they 
were opposing candidates for ggQvernor, 
Ames being elected. That year the demo- 
crats refused to make a nomination and 
Alcorn received most of their votes. Since 
this he has been living quietly at his home, 
in Coahoma county, following the occupa- 
tion of planter and making a big success of 
the same. He was a prominent member 
of the constitutional convention of 1890, and 
though being a pronounced republican, he 
favored strong measures on suffrage, so as 
to take the negro largely out of politics. 
He will be buried near his country home. 
The state officials will attend his funeral.

The West Point Negro Seeks Protection 
from a Sheriff, 


GREAT INDIGNATION IN THE TOWN 


It Turns Out That Neitherthe Preacher 
Nor the Woman Was Killed—They 
Fought an Attacking Party. 


West Point, Ga., December 20.—(Special.) 
Turner, the negro who wrote the insulting 
rote to Miss Annie Blackman, of this city 
several days ago, is now in the LaFayette, 
Ala., jail, where he will remain until he 
dies or his wounds have healed sufficiently 
to allow his escape to some place of safety 
for himself. 

Without the walls of a jail and the watch- 
ful eye of a sheriff to protect him, Tur- 
ner’s life would not be worth a cent if a 
West Point crowd could reach him. 

Nothing has occurred in this section in 
years to arouse the feelings of the people 
to the pitch Turners 'conduct has, and had 
either of the attempts to take his lifa 
proved successful, the verdict of all would 
have been. a justification on the part of the 
brothers and friends of Miss Blackman, a 
lady loved ard admired by every one, man, 
woman and child, not only in this section 
of Georgia, but in that portion @ Alabama 
in touch with West Poirt. 

Miss Blackman is the sister of the 
Blackman Bros., one of the largest busi- 
ness firms of West Point. The store they 
own and manage most successfully is one 
of the largest in tnis section of the state, 
and the young men are known as two of 
the most popular in Georgia and Alabama 
trade. Their business extends all over this 
section of Georgia and into Alabama for 
miles up and down the river. With the 
couLtry people as well as with the people 
of West Point they are popular ard their 
mpularity has Ben secured by hard, hon- 
est, fair work and square dealing. In the 
rear of their store, or rather in one section 
of the building devoted to their business, 
is a large millinery depurtment. This ig 
under the management of Miss Blackman. 

She is a lady of about twenty years and 
decidedly one of the prettiest women of 
the state. She is of a pure blonde type. 
She was raised in this city and is known 
by every one for miles around. 

Turner is a negro of about twenty-seven 
years of age and has lived in West Point 
for years. He has always been considered 
& polite, inoffensive negro and no one 
thought he would ever have offered an 
affront to a lady. Time and again Turner 
has been given odd jobs by the merchants 
of the city, among them the Blackman 
brothers. Some time ago he read an ac- 
count of the marriage of a negro man to 
&@ white woman and after that frequently 
spoke of it to his companions and to some 
of the white people with whom he was in 
the habit of talking. The marriage of 
which he had read seemed to prey upon 
his mind and time and time again he has 
been heard discussing it. 

This, it is thought, led him to write a 
note, which was delivered on Saturday. It 
was a request from the writer to meet him 
that night near the college. The writer 
signed his name in full and proved to be 
Turner. The young lady carried the note 
to her brothers. The first impulse of the 
young men was to go out and hunt the 
nesro Turner and kill him on the spot. But 
fearing that there might be a mistake. 
they decided to ascertain beyond all doubt 
that Turner did write the note and then 
act. In the letter was a request for a re- 
ply, and a reply was sent, infurming Tur- 
ner that he might be at the point desig- 
nated in his note at the time mentioned 
by him. 

Then the gentlemen called in two or 
three friends and acquainted them with 
the situation and asked their attendance 
that evening. After dark and at 
the appointed time the Black- 
man brothers and their friends were on 
band and there, too, was Turner. His pres- 
ence confirmed the suspicions of the gen- 
tlemen and then there occurred something 
which forms a chapter in Georgia’s criminal 
history. 

But just what happened is not Known as 
the parties interested decline to talk and 
nothing can be learned from them. In fact 
the story from its inception is covered in 
the most mysterious manner and little or 
nothing is really known by the people 
here. It is known, however, that the ne- 
gro Was badly hurt and that it was thought 
he was dead when the gentlemen went 
away. 

Tuesday morning, however, the Blackman 
brothers and their friends ascertained that 
Turner was yet in town and that he was 
at the home of a negro woman living on 
the outskirts of the city. The same in- 
formation was to the effect that he was 
badly hurt and that he would not be out 
in a long time. Finding that the negro was 
yet alive, some of the young men of the 
city decided to make another cal] upon 
him and gee that he left the state at once. 
At the door the negro woman made a 
stout resistance and Turner went to her 
aid, hurt as he was. He wielded a club or 
an ax and for a few minutes there was a 
lively scrimmage. The fight resulted in 
what was thought to be a deathblow to 
the negro, but as no one knows who the 
attacking parties were, no one can tell 
whether it was a shot or a knife or a club 
which gave the blow. The young men, 
who are unknown in the second attack, of 
course, are not to be found out. 

Wednesday morning the negro, badly hurt, 
so one story goes, was carried to LaFay- 
ette, Ala., where he sought the protec- 
tion of the sheriff. There is, however, 
another story current tonight that Turner 
is yet in the negro woman’s house and that 
he is dying from the wounds inflicted. This 
latter rumor has just come in and the 
officers have not investigated it. In fact 
very little was known about it until Tues- 
day morning, so carefully did the parties 
interested guard the secret in order to pro- 
tect the young lady. When it first came 
out, a negro man gave it out that Turner 
had been carried by friends to LaFayette, 
and that he was there in jail. That was 
believed until tonight late, when it was 
stated that he was still at the woman’s 
house and was dying of the wounds, The 
officers will take the matter in hand in the 
morning and sift. it to the bottom. Should 
the negro died there would be no sympathy 
here for him and should he live he would 
do well to make himself scarce. He will 
not be further molested just now, how- 
ever. 


Suicide at Waycross. 

Waycross, Ga., December 20.—(Special.)— 
John T. Hale, this afternoon, shot himself 
through the head. Mr. Hale had been sick 
and unsuccessful in business. 


Mr. Hale has a younger brother, Mr. B.

old and married.

Population List of Cities. 


SO THE NEW DIRECTORY SHOWS 


The Book Is One Which Will Make All 
Atiantians Proud of the City Upon 
W hich Ail Byes Are Placed Now. 


Atlanta’s population is now 108,644. 
The canvass of the entire city, from 
house to house, shows that the city has 


that many people. 
It was ‘through Mr. H. G. Saunders, 


publisher of the Atlanta city directory, 
that this population enumeration was 


made. 

His directory is now out and it is one 
of the most complete and thorough pieces 
of the many good pieces of work that Mr. 
Saunders has ever done, Besides showing 
that Atlanta has a population of nearly 
110,000, it shows that many improvements 
have been made during the year and that 
Atlanta, notwithstanding the hard year, 
has grown both in manufacturing enter- 
prises and in the number of buildings. A 
study of the book shows that the business 
interests of Atlanta have grown gnd that 
today the city, if it could be sold as a 
block, would bring many times more dol- 
lurs than it would have commanded a year 
ago. It shows, too, that though 1894 has 
been a year jaf depression, more new 
buildings have gone up than in any one 
year since the years ’S and ‘85, and that 
some of the buildings are among the best 
that have been built in several years. It 
indicates, too, the new buildings that are 
outlined for the next year, upon which 
work has actually been started, and tells 
of some that are now planned with the de- 
signs in the hands of the architects. 

The directory is now being delivered to 
its subscribers in the city and if it were 
not a book of handsome appearance, to 
say nothing about it beipg a book of valu- 
able information, it would be most ac- 
ceptable to all. In its introduction the 
book reveals many interesting things that 
even the oldest Atlantian does not know. 
It shows how the city has grown within 
the last ten years, a growth which is re- 
markable for both rapidity and regularity. 
It demonstrates the fact that there has 
never been any mushroom growth about 
Atlanta and that the increase has been 
solid all the time though it has been 
astonishingly rapid. It that plain, easy 
style Mr. Saunders acquired when he was 
engaged in journalism he sets forth a story 
most interesting ta every one who loves 
the Gate City of the South. He tells it in 
a way, too, which shows that he is one 
of the most devoted citizens of Atlanta, 
and for which he ts doing such good work, 
once every year at least. 

Afte> the introductory paragraph Mr. 
Saunders says: 

“An eventful: year has passed since the 
last issue—a- year that will pass into history

A Verdict in the Wilkinson-Wilson 
Case for Nearly $40,000. 

In Judge Lumpkin’s court yesterday 
morning the jury brought in a verdict of 
$26,113.93. principal and $10,551.87 interest for 
the plaintiff in the suit of Major U. B. 
Wilkinson against Colonel B. J. Wilson. 

Some years ago Major Wilkinson and 
Colonel Wilson, who is of this city, were 
in business together under the firm name 
of B. J. Wilson & Co. The firm was a 
prosperous one and made money. When 
they went out of business complaint was 
made by Major Wilkinson that the settle- 
ment was not a complete one. ' 


He filed a suit against Colonel Wilson 


for the interest which he believed was 
still due him. This suit was referred 
to Special Master Broyles, who made his 
report, giving to Major Wilkinson about 
$40,000. Exceptions were filed to the mas- 
ter’s report and there was a hearing be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin. The case went to the 
jury. 

There was a lot of property, which has 
stood in the name of Colonel Wilson in- 
dividually, decided to be the property of 
the firm of Wilson & Co. An especial in- 
stance given in the verdict was that of the 
property which was conveyed by H. H. 
and T. J. Holmes to B. J. Wilson, and to 
which, according to the testimony, Col- 
onel Wilson took the deed in his own 
name.

Millions of our people find it hard to 
get even starvation wages. They are 
driven day by day into the great army of 
tramps and criminals. ‘They see no al- 
ternative. So they slay strangers, butch- 
er their own families, seek refuge in sui- 
cide, steal everything in sight, rob rail- 
way trains, and hold up travelers on the 
highways. Even the sireets of the 
cities are*not safe in daylight. Ladies 
out shopping run the risk of being vio- 
lently assaulte@ by the robbers who 
seem to infes ‘every locality. 

When a ;government deliberately 
creates a pe*,od of hard times it is nat- 
ural though feplorabte that lawlessness 
and crime sould follow. 

Almost afything is better than such 
bse OL aaa. A foreign: war, an in- 
flated currency,.sat money—anything 
that will revive trade and industry and 

ve the people plenty of work at gvod 
wages would be preferable to the stupid 
ond cruelly oppressive policy which is 
;apidly turning this country into a land 
of disorder and violence. 

But while this carnival of destruction 
's going on our rulers and lawmakers 
waste their time at cross purposes. 
They kill time with their idle talk and 
listen for the latest from Wali street. 
Plans of relief are proposed only to pave 
the way for other plans, and nothing 
is done. The governing classes are ask- 
ing for a larger army—more soldiers 
and bayonets—more private detectives— 
mére sentry boxes before the white 
house, but they have lost sight of the 
necessities of the people. Our states- 
men dine with Shylock, pocket their 
share of the dividends which he has put 
them in the way of making, and then 
they solemnly declare that our troubles 
are all due to the fact that there is too 

much money in circulation! 

Under a regime of corruption and folly 
how can we expect anything else but 
poverty and crime? On with the dance 
—after that, the deluge!

‘The New York Sun prints a double- 
leaded editorial article headed ‘‘Hasten- 
ing the Suspension of Specie Payments,” 
in which it argues that the Carlisle cur- 
rency bill will bring about the suspension 
of specie payments.

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| pressure of the single gold standard. For 
nearly twenty years England achieved 
great prosperity and during this time 
there was a suspension of specie pay- 
ments. For a period of fifteen years 
after the war, ‘the people of this coun- 
try were prosperous and happy, and 
this in spite of the demonetization of 


the panic of that year, and during ‘that 
time both gold and silver were ban- 
ished from circulation. 

The people remember this, but they do 
not remember that the suspension of 
specie payments interfered with their 
prosperity in the least. On the contra- 
ry, the people of the north, employing 
greenbacks as their currency, not only 
fought a great and successful war, but 
carried out vast schemes of internal 
improvement, The amount of paper 
money in circulation in that section 
amounted to more than $50 per capita 
for each inhabitant of the north, and 
the result was a period of wonderful 
prosperity in spite of the war. 

We can understand, of course, why 
the bondholders and the gold owners— 
the Wall street erowd—would be dis- 
turbed by the suspension of specie pay- 
ments, but we want The Sun to tell us 
how the business interests of the coun- 
try and the interests of the people at 
large would suffer from it half as much 
as they are now suffering from the sin- 
gle gold standard. 


A Ten-Cent Cotton League. 

A correspondent of The Charleston 
News and Courier has a scheme intended 
to bring cotton up te 10 cents, 

His remedy is to reduce the acreage, 
and he proceeds. to suggest how it can 
be done. He says: 

How then can the indispensable restrio- 
tion of production be brought about? The 
only way, I fear, is by the pressure—terror- 
ism, if you will—of local public sentiment. 
Our farmers know perfectly well that a 
crop of six million bales will bring more 
money to the producers than a crop of 
ten millions bales. Let them form at 
once a “ten-cent cotton league’? in every 
county of the south. Let every member 
bind himself in writing to plant only one- 
half the acreage that he planted last spring. 
Let each farmer not only act as a vigi- 
lance committee of one to see that his 
neighbors carry out tneir pledges, but in- 
vite their inspection of his own fields, so 
they may be satisfied that he has done like- 
wise. Let every farmer who refuses to 
bind himself with the rest ur who, having 
done so, breaks his pledge, be vigorously 
“boycotted” as a traitor to the community. 
This may be called terrorism; but we of 
South Carolina know that a little whole- 
some terrorism has sometimes done great 
public service. Let the movement be once 
fairly started and it will spread like wild- 
fire. There is no time to be lost. The 
emergency is as pressing as it is grave. 
The remedy, however “rough,’’ is not il- 
legal. And desperate cases require des- 
perate remedies. 

Let Manchester and Fall niver only hear 
that the formation of a ten-cent cotton 
league is begun in earnest, and there would 
be an end to five-cent cottun. The receipts 
would cease to frighten anybody. Neither 
spinners nor speculators would wait for 
the pledge of the league to be carried out. 
Everybody would want to buy cotton. The 
price would leap upward and I believe that 
in less than a month every pound of cot- 
ton remaining in the south would be worth 
at least 2 cents a pouad more than it will 
bring now. 

Ali this may look very plausible on 
paper, but we do not believe that our 
farmers could be induced to join the 
proposed league. Such an organization 
would only affect cotton production to 
a limited extent, and the outsiders 
would go ahead and plant more cotton 
than ever. The farmers of the south 
have several times attempted to reduce 
cotton acreage in this manner, but they 
have never been successful. 

It is useless to talk about putting up 
the price of cotton through the work of 
a league organized to curtail produc- 
tion. Our planters are going to boss 
their own business, each man for him- 
self, and they will neither join a league 
nor submit to its dictation. 

But the price of cotton will rise some 
day, and it will be occasioned by the 
voluntary action of the farmers in plant- 
ing less cotton in order to give their 
attention to food crops. If the staple 
remains at 5 cents a year or two longer 
no league will be necessary. Thousands 
of individuals will reduce théir cotton 
acreage without cowSulting their neigh- 
bors. Another thing, however, will be 
necessary to bring about a rise in prices. 
We must get rid of the single gold stand- 
ard and increase the volume of our cur- 
rency. With more money we may ex- 
pect rising prices, but under currency 
contraction prices will continue to de- 
cline. This is a plain statement. of the 
situation.

We know precisely what the attitude 
of the cuckoo editors will be on any 
question just as soon as the attitude of 
Mr. Cleveland is Known. If Mr. Cleve- 
land were to suddenly say, even at this 
late day, that he has found reasons for 
opposing the Carlisle bill, the cuckoo 
organs would make haste to find reasons 
for opposing it. They would not weigh 
Mr. Cleveland’s reasons and measure 
them by the standard of democratic 
principles, reason and common sense, 
but they would accept them blindly, 
and proceec to abuse those who opposed 
them. 

Our readers in all parts of the south 
need not go very far from home to find 
an illustration of this blind sacrifice of 
democratic principles to the whims and 
opinions of a man who happens to wield 
the power of patronage. Southern edi- 
tors who have heretofore been great 
sticklers for democratic principles, have 
turned their backs on the platform and 
advocated measures ruinous alike to 
the people and to the party. They have 
advocated measures knowing that their 
success Means party demoralization and 
defeat. And when a newspaper is bold 
enough ahd honest enough to speak the 
truth and advocate the cause of the 
party and the people, the cuckoos cry 
out that it is animated by personal pre- 
judice. 

Never before has this section seen 
such an orgie of abject fetishism, which, 
in its nature and purpose, is an insult 
to the intelligence of the people and to 
the traditions and history of the south. 
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That Connecticut Law. 

The newspapers are all discussing Con- 
necticut’s new law under which a man 
may be tried a second time, even though 
he was acquitted on his first trial. 

In all the other states, when a man is 
acquitted of a felony he cannot be tried 
again, no matter what errors the court 
committed. But the constitution of the 
state of Connecticut contains no pro- 
vision to the effect that no one shall be 
placed twice in jeopardy for the same 
offense. This leaves the state free to 
pass any law in regard to the matter, 
and the federal constitution does not 
stand in the way, because its first eight 
amendments, including the one forbid- 
ding the putting of a man twice in 
jeopardy, are merely limitations on the 
federal power, and do not restrict the 
states. The federal supreme court has 
decided this question time and again, 
but The New York Times and other big 
northern dailies seem to be ignorant of 
this fact. 

The Connecticut lawmakers knew 
what they were doing when they passed 
this peculiar law, and every other state 
in the union would be able to pass a 
similar law by striking out of its con- 
stitution the existing provision against it. 

Still, it is not likely that this new de- 
parture will be followed. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that when a man has been 
acquitted by the verdict of twelve of 
his peers he should go free. If the state 
is to have the right of appeal in criminal 
cases the business of our courts will be 
greatly increased and it will involve ad- 
ditional expense to the public. 

It looks too much like persecution to 
hold a man and try him again after he 
has been acquitted.

This Is Solid Sense. 

Atlanta, Ga., December’ I?.—Editor 
Constitution: Would it not be a good plan 
te have a congress of representatives of 
the American republics during the exposi- 
tion to discuss the feasibility of coining 
an international silver dollar? It is a mat- 
ter of record that there has been no other 
protest from the masses so great as that 
which followed the demonetization of sil- 
ver in 1873. That was the beginning of the 
downfall of the republican party. Was 
there a single goldbug newspaper in the 
south at that time? I can not recall one. 
Do you remember the petitions that inun- 
dated the congress with millions of names, 
demanding the restoration of silver? What 
Delilah has betrayed the democratic Samp- 
son into the hands of the Philistines? 
While wearing his iong silver locks, his 
strength remained with him; but, alas! 
he dallied too long with Delilah, his silver 
locks were cut off and the last election 
tells the rest of the tale. 

The masses will again support the party 
that gives the simple monetary system of 
the constitution, that of unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver as money.

Had Secretary Blaine’s mantle fallen upon 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, instead of 
Judge Gresham, the bureau of American 
republics would not have been sent to the 
lumber room in the garret.

Why Major Burke Opposed It. 

Editor Constitution—As the Carlisle plan 
for providing a new currency for the 
country is now an important issue in con- 
gress and a large number of our citizens 
are ignorant of its provisions and are at 
a loss to understand why the scheme should 
meet with so much opposition, I request 
space in your valuable paper to present 
to your readers the main provisions of the 
bill and the reasons why so much oppo- 
sition has developed against it. 

It is generally conceded that our pres- 
ent national currency is the most secure 
that this country has had since the forma- 
tion of the government. A national bank 
bill is as valuable in the hands of a poor 
man as it is in the hands of a rich one. 
The bank that issues it is no concern of 
the holder. He does not care whether 
the bank is solvent or in bankruptcy, nor 
whether a commercial prosperity or panic 
sweeps the country—his bill never gves 
below par and is good in every city and 
state in the union. Theretore, when it 
is proposed to issue a new kind of currency 
to supplant or to supplement our present 
system, such a proposition must assure a 
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currency equally as stable and as well se- | 


cured as that we now have. 

Now let us see how Mr. Carlisle’s scheme 
meets this requirement. He proposes, at 
the outset, to use his own terms, to di- 
vorce the government entirely from the 
money of the country, so that it will be in 
no manner responsible for the bilis pro- 
posed to be issued under his plan.

But I have yet to} 


find a banker who will agree to lend money 


at a lower rate of interest under the Car- | 
lisle plan that he requires now—nor will | 


money be loaned without the same amount 
of security as is now demanded. Further, 


it is not likely that new productive indus- | 


tries will be commenced under any sys- 
tem of currency that does not promise a 
fair return on the investment, and at pres- 


ent about one-fourth of the productive en- | 


terprises in the United States are idle or 
running on short time. 
are now laden with money—any one can 
get it who will offer proper security for it. 
How then can this condition of the masses 
be benefited by putting muilions of addi- 
tional paper currency into the already 
overladen bank vaults? How are the peo- 
ple to get it under ‘the Carlisle scheme if 
they have nothing to offer for it now? 

Now let us examine what kind of cur- 
rency it is that Mr. Carlisle proposes to 
have issued. Every bank that may be or- 
ganized under his plan must deposit 30 
per cent of their capital, and they will 
get back 70 per cent in bills. How are 
these bills to be secured? 
of them will be secured by the deposit of 
United States bills and all the banks that 
may be organized under this plan are to 
be assessed to redeem the bills of every 
bioken bank. Congress is now wrestling 
with the question as to when, where, how 
and by whom this assessing process can 
be made practicable and enforced. Now. 
suppose fifty or a hundred banks fail within 
a period of a few months, as was the 
case about a year ago, does any reasonable 
ma:. suppose that the bills of such broken 
banks would vass current at par while all 
the assessing and suing of stockholders 
and trying to realize on assets is going on? 
Is there a man in this city who wuuld sell 
a valuable piece of real estate and accept 
payment for it in the bills of such broken 

nks? Suppose that the banks assessed 
were tardy or refused to pay the assess- 
ment and sought refuge in the courts, of 
what value would the bills be? Is it likely 
that strong banks would become a part of 
a system under which they would be re- 
sponsible fur. the redemption of the bills 
of every little banking concern in the 
union? Besides, what security would the 
depositois have in such banks. The as- 
sets must be first used to pay the bill- 
holders, then the stockholders are liable. 
All tnis means expensive litigation to the 
billholders while the depositors ‘will have 
to saunter among the scraps for what 
they can get. Who would be likely to 
deposit in such banks? 

Another objection to the plan of Mr. Car- 
lisle is that it does not prevent the with- 
drawel of gold from the treasury, only to 
the extent of the 30 per cent required four 
deposit to secure circulation. The whole 
scheme is fraugh with danger, and Mr. 
Springer has given notice of an amend- 
ment to the Carlisle bill requiring all na- 
tional banks to come under the scheme or 
forfeit their charters, thus paving the way 
for a disturbance of the finances that may 
result in panic, In which case the as- 
Sessment on ali the banks to pay the 
bills of broken banks wouid end in such 
financial disaster as never has been ex- 
perienced in this country. The discus- 
sion of this bill in congress and the pos- 
sipility of our present currency system 
being destroyed hds caused additional with- 
drawais of gold from the treasury, which 
has found its way into bank vaults and 
eesvene vaults of safety deposit compa- 

es. 

If the government will call in all its bills 
and give a thirty-year gold-bond for them 
bearing 2 per cent per annum, the with- 
drawal of gold will cease, and these bonds 
can be used Dy national banks to secure 
their circulation for the full amount of the 
bonds 
to pay the interest on the bonds and be at 
less expense than under the Carlisle plan.

| case is all the more revolting because it 
drags the mother and wife of the murdered 
man into the perpetration of the alleged 
conspiracy. 

The nature of the case is such that a 
detailed account of the atrocious murder 
is given as a part of this story. 

The victim of this conspiracy was Hen- 
ry Worley. It falls to the lot of Colonel 
James, the district attorney, to conduct the 
examination. He will be assisted by Colonel 
Rucker and Colonel George Bell. The gov- 
ernment has instructed the district attor- 
ney tO prosecute the whitecappers without 
@ moment's relaxation and not to rest 
until every whitecapper in north Georgia 
has been incarcerated within the walls of 
the penitentiary. 

The Object of His Trip. 

His satchel in hand and wearing a faint 
smile on his face which was slightly jaded 
from the weariness of travel, Colonel Ruck- 
er entered the office of the district attorney 
yesterday afternoon, accompanied by the 
internal revenue agent, Colonel W. H. Chap- 
man. 
They had just arrived from Washington 
city. Colonel James was seated at his desk 
in the office when Colone) Rucker and Colo- 
nel Chapman entered. 

“How do you feel, Joe?" asked Colonel 
Rucker. 

“Pretty well, Tinny,’’ replied the district 
attorney. 

A pleasant conversation followed between 
the district attorney and Colonel Rucker, 
lasting for several! minutes. 

Colonel Chapman was also in the room, 
but quietly abstained fro minterrupting the 
conversation until their friendly exchange 
ef views had resulted in a mutual under- 
standing. 

Colenel Rucker, a few minutes after his 
arrival, was interviewed by a reporter for 
The Constitution. 

“My visit to Washington,” said he, “was 
simply to arrange a private matter in which 
the public can have but little interest, as it 
concerns myself individually. I went to 
Washington with no designs against Colonel 
James and a more ridiculous rumor was 
never circulated. I may say that my inter- 
course with Colonel James has always been 
cordial and pleasant and that he has al- 
Ways treated me with marked courtesy and 
consideration. I regard him as an able pros- 
ecuting officer and one who is thoroughly 
competent to discharge the duties of his po- 
sition.”’ 

“Did you make any complaint in regard 
ta the custom house officials?’ 

“I did not. The removal of Deputy Rem- 
bert was based upon causes that were in- 
dependent of the whitecap business and was 
agreed upon by the government several 
months ago. Complaint, however, was 
brought against the night watchman 
and Gauger Cox for interfering with the wit- 
nesses in the Blankenship case and their 
remaval was asked on this ground. You 
may add, in this connection, that any state- 
ment to the effect that complaint 
against them was made for interfering 
with the jury is untrue. The jury was 
one of the most intelligent that ever sat 
in the courtroom and there was not a man 
among the number who was not above re- 
proach or criticism. It was purely on the 
eharge of interfering with the witnesses 
for the prosecution that the removal of the 
gauger and the night watchman was asked. 
I believe it was largely on account of their 
influence that the Blankenship trial resulted 
in a verdict of acquittal for the defendant. 
Neither Colonel Jones nor Mr. Trammell 
were mentioned in connection with any in- 
terview that occurred while in Washington 
citv. My relations with both Colonel Jones 
and Mr. Trammell have always been ex- 
tremely cordial.”’ 

Colonel Rucker met every charge of any- 
thing like a breech between himself and Mr. 
james squarely. Referring to his manage- 
ment of the several cases with which he has 
been connected, he said: 

“IT was not designated by the government 
to conduct’ the prosecution of these cases 
and my instructions were received solely 
from Colonel James My connection with 
the Ballew case grew out of an assignment 
that was given to me nearly a year ago. 
In the division of work I have received only 
2 modest share and if I have made a vig- 
oreus ficht on the whitecappers I have 
simply done so in the conscientious dis- 
charge of my duty. Perhaps the most im- 
portant case of all will be conducted by 
Colonel James next month, assisted by the 
entire force of the office—the trial of the 
whitecappers for the murder of Henry Wor- 
ley.”’ 
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On His Birthday. 

Deputy Collector Rembert was found in 
the office of Mr. Trammell yesterday af- 
ternoon. He ‘as in a deep study and seem- 
ed to be visibly affected. 

“Have you received any communication 
from the government in regard to the ru- 
mor of your removal?’ asked the reporter. 
‘I have,” said the deputy answering the 
auestion briefly, ‘‘and it hurts me to know 
that I have been made the victim of perse- 
eution. There is no cause for the perpetua- 
tion ef this outrage and I feel that I have 
been grossly mistreated. . 

“This is my forty-ninth birthday,’ the 
deputy continued, ‘‘and you see how I am 
celebrating it, This action of the govern- 
ment grows out of the fact that I live in 
Murray county and no other cause can be 
assigned. No man can charge me with 
anything that injures my character or 
taints my honor as a man or as an Officer 
of the government. I moved to Murray 
county when I was a mere boy only eight 
years old. I grew up with the people of 
that section and they have always honored 
and trusted me. I have filled the office of 
sheriff and clerk of the superior court and 
have represented Murray county in the 
legislature. Last year I filled the ollice of 
state senator for my district and was suc- 
ceeded by Colonel Trammell Starr, the pres- 
ent state senator.” 
“How long have you been in Atlanta?” 
“Since the fall of 1893. After my appoint- 
ment as a deputy collector under Mr. Tram- 
mell I was assigned to duty in the Atlanta 
district and I have since resided in the 
eity.”’ 
In his personal appearance ex-Senator 
Rembert is a handsome looking man. He 
is apparently fifty years of age and is 
rather under the medium height. His con- 
yersation is entertaining and his manner is 
characterized by frankness and cordiality. 
He declared that he had no connection 
with the whitecappers and that his removal 
from office was unjust and unprovoked. 
Colonel James Talks Again: 
Colonel James was seen at his office in 
the federal building yesterday afternoon. 
“] have nothing further to say in regard 
to the situation,’ said Colonel James. “I 
have managed to discharge the duties of 
my Office as district attorney to the satis- 
faction of the government and so far as I 
ain aware I have the good will of all the 
departments. I have not figured in the

They 
are charged with the murder of Henry 
Worley, on the edge of Murray county, in 
April, 1893, and his mother and wife are 
implicated in the conspigacy. 

The story as gathered from the affidavits 
in the clerk's affice is here given for the 
benefit of the readers of The Constitution: 

The Worley Killing. 

Henry Worley was a large, stout, courag- 
eous man, who lived near the edge of Mur- 
ray county. He belonged to the whitecap 
gang and was one of the most daring mem- 
bers of the organization. Last March Hen- 
ry Worley and a number of his confeder- 
ates were indicted for whitecapping, the 
victim of their midnight assault being a 
citizen of Gilmer county. The offenders 
were given a preliminary hearing and 
bound over for trial at the following term 
of the Gilmer superior court. Previous to 
this time, however, a number of blockade 
distilleries were reported to the government 
officials by Henry Worley: He was sum- 
moned to appear as a witness and testified 
velore Commissioner Hamilton at Dalton, 
Ga. While at Dalton he made a number 
of threats against the whitec@pers. He 
declared that he had already reported five 
or six distilleries, and that he intended to 
report as many more before he finished 
the business. He further declared that 
when the case was called for trial in the 
superior court he was going to make a 
Cieaui breast of everything and tell on the 
whole band. On April 7th, a few days 
after this, a band of whitecappers met at 
the house of one of the number in Murray 
county for the purpose of putting Worley 
out of the world. He was getting to be 
too dangerous and the safety of the kuklux 
Organization called for his death. The men 
were all disguised in order to escape recog- 
nition. They failed to find him at his home 
and learned that he was at a certain point 
on the Coosawattee river. They failed, 
however, to find him the second time, and 
they dispersed with the understanding that 
aS soon as he was located they would come 
together and demand his life as a forfeit- 
ure on account of his threats. About a 
week after this it was ascertained that he 
was at home, and the notice being given 
to all the members, they formed themselves 
into a body and went directly to his house. 
On the Way they passed the house of Wor- 
ley’s mother and held a short consultation 
with her. This is one of the most revolt- 
ing features of the story, as it implicates 
the mother of the informant in the murder 
of her own son. There were fifty or sixty 
whitecappers in the crowd at the time 
they reached Worley’s house. They se- 
cured their prisoner, tied his hands behind 
him and strapped him to a mule. In re- 
turning they passed a second time in front 
of the house of Worley’s mother. At the 
dead hour of midnight she emerged from 
her dwelling with a lighted torch in her 
hand.

It is claimed 
that Worley’s mother and also his wife and 
brother-in-law gave counsel to the white- 
cappers and materially aided them in the 
consummation of their murderous plans. 
They reached Worley’s place at a late hour 
but decided to remain on the side of the 
mountain until the next morning. Shortly 
after sunrise they discovered Worley in 
his field. He was plowing. They decided 
to adopt strategem and to manage their vic- 
tim adroitly, acting under the apprehension 
that he might possibly be armed. They, 
accordingly, sent a posse of three men in- 
to the field, all of them strangers to Wor- 
ley, under the pretext of hunting for wild 
turkeys. They were each armed with 
guns, and arriving in front of their victim 
they held a brief conversation with him. 
They asked him if he had seen any turkeys. 
He replied that he had not, but as he de 
livered himself of his reply he held his 
hands in is pockets and the suspicions of 
the men were aroused. T hey crossed into 
an adjoining field, and, after a short inter- 
view with orley’s neighbor, they quietly 
with@rew. In a few secands the neighbor 
passed oyer into Worley’s field, and, after 
a short talk with him, returned to his own 
furrows. It is supposed the object of his 
visit was to ascertain whether or not 
Worley had a pistol on his person. A sig- 
nal was given to the men and they im- 
mediately returned to the field. This time 
they leveled their guns upon Worley and 
directed him to throw up his hands. He 
only threw one of them up, retaining the 
other in his pocket. 
“D—n you,” he said, “if you give me a 
chance I'l] whip every one of you. if you 
kill me you will kill the gamest manin this 
section of the country.’’ 
They fired their guns simultaneously. The 
bullets penetrated his throat chest and 
head. His chin was shattered, and 4 piece 
of his lip was carried by the force of the 
bullet a distance of six feet and adhered to 
a cornstalk that. was growing in a field. 
They returned from the scene of the bloody 
deed, and turning their backs, upon the

His Troubles—Has Lost Forty-Five 
Pounds of Flesh—Other Pardons, 


Will the governor Grant a pardon to Har- 
ry Hill? 

During the session of the legislature 
The Constitution told of the efforts of his 
friends to secure the endors2ment to the pe- 
tition for pardon of the members of the sen- 
ate and house. 

How well those efforts succeeded was 
shown in the long petitions which were pre- 
sented to the governor yesterday morning. 
Thirty-one of the forty-four members of 
the senate signed the application for clem- 
ency and no less than 108 members of the 
house did the same thing. In additien to 
these petitions, there was one bearing the 
names of ten of the twelve jurors who sat 
Fupon the case, and there were strong let- 
‘ters from the penitentiary authorities tell- 
ing of Harry Hill’s physical condition, 
which is said to be critical. 

Principal Keeper of the Penitentiary 
Jcnes did not of course endorse the applica- 
tion, but last evening he said: “I will cer- 
tainly do so, when my term expires, and 
will write as strong a letter as 1 know 
how.” 

Owing to the nature of the application, 
Governor Atkinson will give it an early 
hearing. He has assured the people who 
will oppose the pardon—for it will be 
strongly fought -that they shall have a full 
hearing on the question and as scon as the 
formal applicdtion was made yesterday he 
rotified Captain Lowry of the fact. Cap- 
tuin Lowry stated that he would at once 
confer with the counsel who were interest- 
ed in the prosecution of the case and a day 
will be set to suit their convenience. 

It will be seen from the petitions and the 
letters which are given below that the prin- 
cipal ground upon which the application 
is based ts that of Harry’s health. Letters 
from the camp physician, from the captain 
of the camp,-from the principal physician 
of the penitentiary, from Dr. Jarnigan, 
who has recently visited the camp, and 
from Assistant Principal Keeper Wright 
huve been filed with the petitions. 

From Assistant Keeper Wright. 
In a letter W. Hill, Captain 
Bob Wright, assistant principal keeper, 
says: 

“In answer to your request in regard to 
the condition of Harry Hill, now in the 
Georgia penitentiary, I make the following 
statement: 
“T see Harry almost monthly, ard from 
what Dr. Powell, the camp physician, tells 
me, Harry 1s suffering from an incurable 
disease which, I am informed, has reduced 
his weight from 180 pounds to about 140 
pcunds. I knew Harry before his trouble 
and incarceration and he is far from befng 
now what he was prior to- his prisom lite. 
He is very much depressed mentally and I 
believe prison life very deleterious to his 
health. I hope the governor will pardon 
Harry.” 

Dr. Jarnigan Visited Him. 
Dr. W. C. Jarnigan tells of a visit to Har- 
ry and an examination of his physical con- 
dition. In a letter addressed to Hon. B. 
H. Hill, he writes: 
*“T found that he had lost about forty-five 
pounds in weight since I saw him last, 
about one year ago. His muscles are flabby 
and greatly waisted, his mental and nerv- 
ous functions are seriously impaired. While 
I could not definitely find any organic dis- 
ease of the kidneys, still there does exist a 
grave functional disturbance of these or- 
gans, which condition has in turn reacted 
seriously on the nervous system and the 
continuance of this trounle is likely to 
bring on a grave disturbance of the gen- 
eral physical and nervous structures. There 
is also a circumscribed area of dullness at 
the apex of the left lung. Whether this 
is a recent deposit of tubercular matter or 
whether it is a sign of latent phthisis I am 
unable to say, as I am not in a position to 
watch its progress; but in either event ccn- 
finement will aggravate his already gen. 
erally impaired health and his present san- 
itary environment is more than likely to 
bring on a rapidly destructive consumption, 
especially if there exists any hereditary ten- 
dency in this direction. 
“He is not now able to do any manual la- 
bor. His emaciation is only striking and 
suggestive. The loss of weight, so 1 am 
informed, has been rapid and progressive. 
From a careful consideration of the cause I 
am thoroughly satisfied that further con- 
finement will aggravate the man’s present 
ill health and it will be extremely uncertain 
whether he will live out his sentence. In 
his present surroundings no medical assist- 
ance will relieve him.” 
Dr. Jarnigan visited Hill at the convict 
cump upon the request of Mr. Ben Hill. 
The doctor’s letter bears date of December 
18th. 
The Camp Physician's Testimony. 
Dr. John F. Powell, the physician in 
crerge at Kramer, writes two letters to. Mr. 
Wellvorn Hill: 
Tre first of these is dated August. 16th, 
and in it Dr. Powell says: ‘I haye made a 
thorough examination and I find that he 
is not only suffering mentally from his in- 
carceration, but that he is. also suffering 
from a kidney troubie which I consider 
serious and liable to become more so. He 
hus not been able to do any hard work 
since he came to this camp.” 
A month later, Dr. Powell wrote: ‘Mr. 
Hill has been confined to his bed most of 
the time since my last letter. ° * * I 
fear that if he is compelled to remain in 
ecnfinement it will prove detrimental to 
his physical condition and will unbalance 
his mind. In thjs opinion I am joined by 
the auttorities in charge here.”’ 

From the Principal Physician. 
Dr. O’Daniel, principal physician ef the 
penitentiary, writes Mr. Hill that when 
he was at Kramer in September he met 
Harry for the first time. He says Harry 
was very much depressed mentally, broke 
down and could not talk to him. Dr. Pow- 
ell had some time before reported Hill as 
suffering from diabetis mellitus. Dr. 
O'Daniel explains the character of the dis- 
ease and says while he has not himself 
made an examination, “Dr. Powell is com- 
petent to diagnosticate his case. I also be- 
lieve in Dr. Powell's integrity and honesty 
in the matter.” 

The Captain of the Camp. 
F. A. Morgan, captain of the guards in 
charge of Camp Kramer, writes: 
“As to his health, while I am no physi- 
clan my daily contact with him convinces 
me that he is not a well man. He takes his 
trouble to heart and is very despondent. 
“As to his conduct, it has been exem- 
plary, and he is willing to do anything that 
he can do. I have great sympathy for him, 
and I hope you will succeed in obtaining 
his release at an early date.”

Chicago, December 20.—The good feeling 
in wheat continues regardless of the nar- 
row range to which prices are confined, 
owing to Jack of speculation.

My Dear Madame—At the request of your 
board and Mrs. E. C. Peters, chairman of 
your building committee, | have made a 
very careful examination of the various 
plans submitted in competition for your 
woman's building, in connection: with the 
exposition, to be held ‘next fail, at Atianta. 
The sketches submitted were ne over 
in detail, and critically, by one of my prin- 
cipal assistants. Based upon both the 
square foot of floor surface, and cubical 
contents of both the building proper, and 
the porticos; thus reducing the sketches 
submitted to a uniform basis of the cost 
and accommodation provided. According- 
ly, some of the plans were found to be too 
large, and others too small, and virtually 
out of the competition. Only three of the 
plans were actually available as meeting 
your requirements, and coming withing the 
proper scope of the competition. All of 
these might need some slight change, or 
modification of detail, to meet fully the 
requirements. Of these three p'ans, taken 
as a whole, the sketch submitted by Miss 
Mercur, of Pittsburg, I consider as best 
meeting the terms of the competition, and 
suitable both as regards the plan and the 
exterior design, and, consequently, should 
recommend this plan for your approval. 
If possible, it would also be best to have 
the working drawings prepared by the 
architect herself.

Sheriff Eliis, of Wayne county, says he 
has a great grievance and intends to show 
the people that he cannot be imposed upon 
with impunity. 

“I want $100,000 damages,’’ said the sher- 
iff yesterday morning, as he pulled him- 
self from hig iron cot in police station and 
gazed out through the heavy bars that 
held him in. 

“IL want $100,000 damages, and I must 
have it,’’ he said, and a great round oath 
echoed through the stony corridors of the 
Station house. 

After the gentleman from Wayne was 
released he still insisted that he had been 
imposed upon, but the patrolmen differed 
with him and gave him peremptory no- 
tice that if he did not get out of the city 
he would be locked up indefinitely. The 
sherit! made his way up Decatur street 
Swearing that he would press his suit. 

The mission of the gheriff to Atlanta was 
to carry back to Jesup the negro who had 
been arrested as the slayer of Conductor 
Nelson. He left home Sunday night and 
arrived in this city Wednesday nignr.. an 
Macon he stopped awhile, and it was there 
he met the man whom he afterwards ac- 
cused of stealing his watch. 

It is claimed by the officers that the 
meeting came about this way. The sheriff 
was strolling by Putzel’s, on Mulberry 
Street. He was in a holiday humor and 
had the happy faculty of introducing him- 
Self to everybody he met. One of these 
chence acquaintances volunteered te show 
him the sights, and, with a hearty ap- 
proval, the sheriff accepted the invitation. 

“What might your name be?’ asked the 
sheriff. His companion informed him that 
his hame was King and that he kept a sa 
loon somewhere in the city. 

“Ah, you’re the very man I’m looking 
for,’’ quoth the sheriff. ‘‘There is a negro 
up there in Atlanta who needs to be iden- 
titled and you’re the very man for the job. 
If you come «along and identify him, I'll 
stand your expenses and set ’em up at the 
other end of the liine.’’ 

His companion agreed, and so it was that 
they left on the next train for Atlanta. 
On the trip the sheriff lost his watch. He 
telegraphed ahead for the Atlanta detec- 
tives to meet the train. 

They were on hand in time, and arrested 
the man who was pointed out by the sher-. 
iff. He was accused of stealing the watch, 


and was taken at once to . police head- 
quarters.
